MAY EXTEND SUGAR 
CONTROL FOR YEAR 


Rill Proposing Step Reported to Sen­ 
ate for Early Action— Shortage 
2.000.000 Tons 


Washington, Nov. 3 
The bill pro­ 
posing continuation of Federtii con­ 
trol over sugar during 1920 was re­ 
port* d today to the senate and placed 
on the calendar with a view to early 
action. 
In the majority report Senator Mc­ 
Nary, republican, Oregon, author of 
the bill and chairman of the senate 
agriculture subcommittee which In­ 
vestigated the sugar shortage, de­ 
clared “a serious situation will en­ 
sue’* lf the sugar equalization board’s 
control over sugars is discontinued. 
Minority views, presented by Sena­ 
tor Raudsell, democrat, Louisiana, 
expressed agreement in the plan to 
continue the sugar bourd, with au­ 
thority for its purchase of Cuban 
bugar, but opposed giving the board 
power lo buy and sell domestic sugar 


as un unw arranted interference with 
natural economic laws and as likely 
to unduly depress prices of Louisiana 
and other domestic sugar. 
Senator Mc Nary’n report suggested 
that present conditions were largely 
psychological, due to fem* of future 
shortages. 
Data Iii the hands of the commit­ 
tee, the report stated, showed that 
I bout 73b, OOO tons of Cuban and do­ 
mestic sugar was available for dis­ 
tribution until January 
I, 
which 
should meet the needs of the coun­ 
try, 
The world shortage (tf sugar 
was estimated ut 2,600,000 tons over 
the pre-war average.

Washington.—Two additional mem­ 
bers of the president’* culdnet are pro­ 
posed in hills pending in congress. 
A 
measure Introduced in duplicate, in the 
senate by Hoke Smith (Dem.), Georgia, 
and In tin* house of rtfyre -entat Ives 
by Horace M. Towner (Rep.). Iowa. 
provides for tile establishment of a de­ 
partment of education with a secre­ 
tary in the cabinet and authorizes the 
appropriation of $100,000,1 MHI by the 
federal government to encourage the 
states in promotion of education. 
A 
hill introduced in tin* senate by Harry 
S. New (Rep.), Indiana, provide1 for 
the creation of a department of aero­ 
nautics. with a secretary in the cab­ 
inet. 
'lids hill bas not thus far been 
Introduced in duplicate Iii the bouse 
nor doe* it ask for an appropriation 
beyond the maintaining of a new de­ 
partment. 
If these two proposed de 
part merits should tie created the cabi­ 
net would be Increased Pi twelve, 
Congress will not make up its mind 
about these hills until tin* regular ses­ 
sion which will begin the first Mon­ 
day In December. 
It Is too busy now 
dealing with what might he called 
emergency legislation to give serious 
consideration to these proposals. 
In 
the meantime the friends of each of 
these hills are endeavoring to create 
sentiment In their favor.
